MONTREAL, Quebec, April 23.— With the 
advent of spring come the preparations for 
racing throughout the Dominion of Canada. 
The first meeting will be inaugurated in the 
Province of Quebec, being scheduled to open 
in Montreal on Saturday, May 6, over a week 
earlier than racing has ever started on a 
Canadian track. With more settled condi- 
tions the outlook for the thoroughbred in 
Canada this year is brighter than at the 
commencement of any meeting for years. 

There has been less agitation against rac- 
ing during the winter months than previously 
and, with the government well in control of 
the sport, racing should thrive as it has not 
done for a long time. The sport a year ago 
was brought under almost perfect control. 
The representatives of the Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police rendered great assistance. 
They took charge in the mutuel plants, as 
well as around the various courses at which 
racing was conducted. 

The class of horses raced throughout Can- 
ada a year ago was superior to any for a 
number of years past. The races filled bet- 
ter than in previous years, while the Cana- 
dian-bred horse came into its own. This was 
shown by the splendid entry to be found each 
day in races for Canadian-bred and Cana- 
dian-owned horses. 

Even on the smaller tracks the races for 
Canadian-bred horses fdled the limit of the 
number allowed to start and each race 
brought forth a stirring finish. This was a 
good demonstration that Canadians have be- 
come more successful in their efforts at 
breeding and this year is sure to bring about 
even better results. 

ENCOURAGING CANADIAN BREEDING. 

Greater encouragement has been given to 
Canadian-bred horses each year by the vari- 
ous racing associations and particularly was 
that so in 1921. In the Province of Quebec 
the Quebec Breeders and Racing Association 
donated a percentage of the revenue from 
each meeting to the upkeep of the National 
Bureau of Breeding, with headquarters at 
Montreal. 

The Canadian Racing Associations, the 
senior racing body in Canada, and under 
whose rules all races are run, donated a per- 
centage to a fund from each meeting and ; 
at the conclusion of the racing season a 
number of thoroughbreds were imported 
from England with a view to improving the 
breed of horses in Canada. Those stallions 
are standing in the stud this spring for the 
first time and within two years their get 
will be distributed throughout the dominion. 

The control of racing is now well within 
the hands of Canadians. Each year for the 
past two or three has found a greater num- 
ber of Canadian officials in the stands at the 
various tracks, and that number will be again 
increased this summer. In recent years Can- 
adians have been educated as officials by 
filling minor positions, until now the racing 
bodies are enabled to find men in Canada 
to take their places with the best of the 
American officials in conducting the sport. 

GENERAL INCREASE IN PURSES. 

With a view to attracting a better class of 
horses and bringing about greater friendly 
rivalry between owners of the United States 
and Canada in races there has been a general 
increase announced in the purses almost 
throughout Canada. 

The greatest of Canadian events, the King’s 
Plate race, run in the spring at Woodbine 
Park, Toronto, and the King’s Plate race, 
run in the autumn at the Blue Bonnets 
course, Montreal, will have an increased 
value again this year. The Ontario Jockey 
Club of Toronto has already announced the 
increase to $10,000, while the Montreal Jockey 
Club will no doubt announce the increase 
for the event run at Blue Bonnets later in 
the season. These events are for Canadian- 
bred horses and, judging from the entry in 
the Ontario King’s Plate this year, the in- 
crease in value of the stake from year to 
year is bringing about the desired effect. 

Several of the clubs, members of the Cana- 
dian Racing Associations, have done away 
with stake events and have replaced them 
with overnight handicaps of a high value. 
Handicaps have become more popular with 
horsemen than stakes and the fields in such 
events are brought together in a better man- 
ner than conditioned stake races, which in- 
variably have one outstanding horse over a 
small band of opponents. There is now a 
better class of horses owned in Canada than 



SAXON’S YEAR, For the Belmont of 1874 nine passed the starter out of fifty-three 
nominated, Mr. Belmont again adding valuable plate. The field 
1874 was quite up to the average, but hardly as good as the previous 

year. Aaron Pennington, fresh from his triumph in the Phoenix 
Stakes at Lexington, sported Price McGrath’s “green and gold” as became a son of old Lucy 
Fowler. Mr. Belmont had the gray colt Steel Eyes — fast, but unfortunate. Brigand sported 
the “dark blue” cf Mr. Sanford, with Bill Hayward up. Elkhorn, a stylish chestnut, carried 
Mr. Swigert’s “blue and white,” worn by Walker. Mr. LittelTs “black and tan” was represented 
by the lop-eared Reform. The Rutherford Park confederacy of Colonel Puryear had a strong 
pair in Grinstead and Rutherford, winners of the previous year’s Champagne and Nursery in the 
“orange and red sleeves.” Finally, there came a small brown colt bearing a new set of colors 
— the “cherry and black” of Mr. Pierre Lorillard. He was called Saxon, and George Barbee 
was in the saddle. A new feature was added to the Belmont this year. A straight half mile 
had been built by the church at Kingsbridge Road to the stand and the distance was made a 
mile and a half. 

The reports of great trials at Rutherford Park made Grinstead a favorite. The race was 
a desperate one, Steel Eyes fairly stood still from the effects of “pace complaint,” and Reform, 
Brigand and Rutherford “cracked,” one after the other. Grinstead and Pennington fought it 
out stride for stride, but when Grinstead looked a winner Barbee brought up Saxon with a 
rush. He came so suddenly he seemed to have started out of the ground, as no one had 
noticed him before, and, nailing Grinstead on the post, won. 

“Well, the imported colt won,” remarked Mr. Withers, who was a great believer in 
imported stock. 

“It w'as the jockey,” replied Captain Moore, who had a prejudice against modern English 
blood. 

“He's imported, too,” retorted Mr. Withers. 

Saxon was a rotund, brown colt about 15.1, bred in England by Sir Joseph Hawley and 
imported by Mr. Lorillard. He was a son of Beadsman from Girasol, by Asteroid. He went 
amiss and never won afterward. As a sire he w r as quite a success; his daughter Hiawassec 
was a highly successful race mare and his son Gerald was so good that Mr. Lorillard sent him 
to England. The time of the Belmont of 1874 was 2:39 1 / -j. Value $4,200. 



CALVIN’S YEAR, The season of 1875 was remarkable for the high quality of the) 
three-year-olds. In the East were Aristides, Calvin, Tom Ochiltree, 
1875 Olitipa, D’Artagnan, Ozark and Viator, and in. the West King 

Alfonse and Ten Broeck. Out of fifty-three nominations, fourteen 
came to the post. Aristides had been the all-winter favorite in the “future books,” and had 
just confirmed public confidence in him by winning the first Kentucky Derby at Louisville. 
Mr. McGrath had a very strong hand in Aristides, Calvin and Chesapeake and he made the 
most of his chances. His plan of campaign had been to win the Kentucky Derby with 
Chesapeake, reserving Aristides for the Withers Stakes. But Chesapeake was not good enough, 
and Aristides had to save the day at Louisville. Arriving at Jerome Park, Aristides won the 
Withers Stakes from a field of tw r elve and the McGrath stable became a strong favorite for the 
Belmont. Mi*. McGrath started his entire fleet. Aristides, Calvin and Chesapeake, chestnut, 
brown and bay; they made a pretty sight as bedecked in green and orange ribbons they 
paraded with Lewis, Swim and Lakeland in the saddles. 

The race resulted in the success of Calvin, Lewis on Aristides pulling the sturdy little 
chestnut double to allow Calvin to win. People along the rails shouted, “Let go that horse’s 
head!” Aristides could, in the modern and mysterious parlance of the turf, have “walked in.” 

There were ugly feelings shown over it, but after the race it transpired that during the winter, 

while Aristides w T as at 6 to 1, Mr. McGrath had backed Calvin heavily to win at 25 to 1 in 

John Morrissey’s book. McGrath acted strictly within his rights, as Mr. Keene did in the 

Withers four years later, for in those days the Rules of Racing did not provide for “declarations 
to win.” Calvin was a whole-colored brown or black, 15.2, smoothly turned, with the action 
of an old dog fox leading a pack of hounds, a sort of lope close to the ground. He was a son 
of Tipperary from Lucy Fowler, by imported Albion, and w r as a good race horse. His career 
came to an end the same year, when he was cut dow r n in the race for the Manhattan Handicap. 
Aristides, which finished second, was one of the best horses of the decade at all distances. The 
race w as run in 2:42*4. Value $4,450. 



ALGERINE’S YEAR, It was rather a moderate field that contested the Belmont of 

1876. Out of forty-seven nominations five started. Mr. Bel- 
1876 mont had won the Withers with Fiddlestick so handily that 

the Belmont was voted “a moral” for him, and yet some 
people say the turf has no morals. The Fillagree family, from which Fiddlestick descended, 
never bred a stayer, and after a terrific finish Billy Donohue, on Major Doswell’s Algerine, beat 
Hayward on Fiddlestick by a head, with Barricade third. Algerine w'as bred by Major Dosw r eil 
in Virginia. He was an all bay celt, by Abd-el-Kader, and one of the last foals of the great 
mare Nina (Planet’s dam), by Boston. He struck his leg after the Belmont and never 
amounted to much after that. But he was a colt of amazing beauty and quality, and no doubt 
a fine race horse. As a sire he got the fine mare Aurelia, also Torso. Algerine’s daughter 
Margarine foaled Rhoda B., the dam of Orby, the English Derby winner of 1907, and thus 
Algerine is partly responsbile for not alone Orby, but Grand Parade (Derby, 1919), Diadem, 
Diadumenos, Orpheus, etc., in England. Time of the race, 2:40*4. Value $3,700.

YEAR, 1877 an instance of public infatuation, the favorite was Mr. James 
Galw r ay’s colt Rifle, and only on the strength of his wonderful 
trials, as he had never started for a race. The best colt on that day was Baden Baden, which 
had been purchased after winning the Kentucky Derby by the late Mr. William Astor for 
$12,500, and arrived at Jerome Park very light in flesh and evidently in need of rest. Mr. 
P. Lorillard’s Basil w T as so knocked about that he was pulled up. It was a rough race, Mr. 
E. A. Clabaugh of Baltimore winning with his home-bred colt Cloverbrook, with Loiterer 
second and Baden Baden third. Mr. Lorillard was so dissatisfied with the rough usage his 
Basil had received that he matched him against Cloverbrook a week later for $5,000 a side and 
Basil won in a canter. Walker, who rode Baden Baden, was positive that his colt was second, 
but having finished on the far outside the judges overlooked him. Cloverbrook, the winner, 
was a big chestnut with a blaze and white legs, by Vauxhall from Maudine, by Australian. 
The time of the race, 2 :46. Value $5,200.

LOUISVILLE, Ky. t April 23. — Finishing 
with his usual burst of speed when partly re- 
leased from restraint Deadlock, Bob Shan- 
non’s Kentucky Derby hope, showred his best 
work-out of the spring training season to 
date when he w'orked a mile in 1 :41% and 
galloped out an additional eighth in 1 :55% 
at Churchill Downs this morning. Jockey 
E. Martin had him under restraint for the 
first seven-eighths and when he allowed him 
to increase his speed the Sir Wilfred colt 
ran the next eighth in 12%. He took him up 
again sharply at the end of the mile. More 
than 1,000 local racing enthusiasts journeyed 
to the Dowrns to witness the Shannon colt’s 
performance and he made a decidedly favor- 
able impression with them by the resolute 
manner in which he finished. Despite the 
fact that he had a fairly strenuous time of it 
during the past week from a training stand- 
point Deadlock went about his work with 
eagerness and manifested a desire to run 
faster than his rider elected at all times. 
Starting from Jn front of the grandstand ha 
w r as timed the first quarter in 25, half mile in 
50, three-quarters in 1 :16% and seven-eighths 
in 1 :29. 

When pulled up Deadlock showed no ef- 
fects of his fast w'ork and he cooled out as 
quickly as usual. Veteran horsemen, such 
as “Canada Jack” Adkins, John C. Ferriss, 
Tex Forman, James Gass, J. C. Calm and 
numerous others stated that his work-out 
was one of the best that they had ever wit- 
nessed under the conditions. All ventured 
the opinion that he could have run several 
seconds faster had he been allowed. 

Chatterton, F. J. Kelley’s sole entry in the 
Derby, will be an absentee from the big race, 
according to an announcement made today 
by C. C. Van Meter, his trainer. The colt 
is training splendidly, but Van Meter will 
reserve him until later in the spring before 
sending him over such a route of ground as 
the Derby calls for. “I had never definitely 
decided that Chatterton would be a starter 
in the Derby,” said Van Meter, “and his 
training to date has been more in the nature 
of an experiment with me in an effort to 
ascertain his real ability, as he has never 
raced. He has done everything that I asked 
of him and thoroughly convinced me that he 
has abundant speed, but I do not think that 
I w'ould be justified in continuing to train 
him to run over the distance of one and a 
quarter miles so early in the year. The colt 
is eligible to numerous other stake races in 
Kentucky and will have ample opportunity 
to demonstrate his real worth later in the 
season.” 

GREAT SPEED TEST SPOILED. 

What was intended as a speed feast for the 
large Sabbath crowd on the part of Gen- 
tility and Centimeter, the two fastest horses 
in the G. L. Blackford stable, was ruined 
when the latter joined in as pacemaker at 
the live-eighths post and bothered his com- 
panion to such an extent that she finally 
bolted almost to the outside on the turn off 
the backstretch. The Right Brigade filly 
showed phenomenal speed until she was ham- 
pered by Centimeter, as she ran the first 
eighth in 11, quarter in 22, three-eighths in 
33% and half mile in 46%. When former 
jockey F. Stevens on Centimeter picked her 
up he started his mount in advance of her 
and the next eighth of a mile found her in 
close quarters. Even under this handicap she 
was timed the five-eighths in 59%, but at this 
juncture she began to show a dislike for the 
perilous position in which she was running 
and refused to fully extend herself. Stevens 
took Centimeter away from lier when near- 
ing the three-quarters post and, when Gen- 
tility got clear she tore for the outside. She 
covered the three-quarters in 1:13%, seven- 
eighths in 1 :2S and mile in 1 :43%. 

There was more than the usual amount 
of activity at the I ‘owns this morning, de- 
spite the unseasonably cold weather which 
follow*ed a heavy frost in the early hours.

for a great many years. This is accounted 
for by a number of owners, who had allowed 
their stables to become run down from a 
breeding standpoint, importing and purchas- 
ing horses in Great Britain and the United 
Slates. The owners of the greatest number 
of imported horses are the stables owned 
by the Seagrams of Waterloo, Ontario, and J. 
K. L. Ross of Montreal. 

Racing on the Canadian Racing Associa- 
tions’ tracks will be inaugurated in Toronto 
at Woodbine Park on Saturday, May 20. 
From Woodbine the thoroughbreds will be 
shipped to Ottawa, then on to Montreal for 
Dorval and Blue Bonnets, after which a re- 
turn will be made to the Ontario tracks, 
where Canadian Racing Associations’ racing 
will continue in Ontario until the autumn, 
when it will be resumed at Dorval and Blue 
Bonnets. Racing under the Quebec Breed- 
ers and Racing Association will open in Mon- 
treal in May and will be continued until the 
end of September. That period will also in- 
clude racing in the city of Quebec, where it 
was resumed last year with a fair amount 
of success. Quebec City has asked for a 
resumption of racing after an absence of a 
great many years and the request has been 
granted. 

Racing throughout Canada Is now held 
under the rules of the Canadian Racing As- 
sociations, they being adopted by the West- 
ern Racing As.sociation3, which includes Van- 
couver and Victoria, B. C., and the Quebec 
Breeders and Racing Association, which con- 
trols the majority of the tracks in the prov- 
ince of Quebec. With a working agreement 
between the governing bodies and those of 
the United States, undesirables in racing are 
eliminated, w T ilh the result that the sport 
has been placed on a firmer and better foun- 
dation. Under these conditions there is no 
I opportunity for trainers, owners or riders 
< ommitting infractions of racing laws at one 
I place continuing in the sport by moving to 
another. A year ago the racing association 
ruled in strict manner and the pow T er of the 
officials is likely to be increased this year, 
which is an assurance of even better and 
keener sport. 

Horsemen have already commenced to ar- 
rive in Canada from winter racing centers, 
which means that work of preparing the 
horses for the early meetings w’ill commence 
at an early date. Even now the horses which 
have been w intered in Canada are doing early 
training W’ork at Woodbine Park and at 
some of the courses in Montreal. 

As an early preparation for the opening 
of their campaign in Canada a number of 
Canadian owners have shipped to Maryland, 
which w’ill offer good opportunities for get- 
ting the Canadian-wintered horses ready 
without the usual rushing tactics in training 
which are so detrimental to the condition of 
the thoroughbred and have the tendency to 
break down horses which start the season 
in sound condition.

This is Eng- 
lish style. 

Smoking is not permitted In the grand- 
stand and the occupants retain their scats 
during the running of the races. 

Transportation facilities to and from the 
race courses are wonderful. 

Jockey’s fees are proportionate to the 
purse. When the value of the prize to tne 
winner exceeds $500, 5 per cent thereof goes 
to the rider of the winner. 

JOCKEYS MUST WEAR SKULL CAPS. 

All jockeys must wear skull caps in all 
races. These are of an approved pattern 
and are worn under the usual silk cap. This 
I consider the greatest possible fatality pre- 
vention ever devised. 

Apprentice allowances are graded from < 
down, according to the number of winners 
ridden. 

All outside fees earned by an apprentice 
are paid to the Jockey Club and by it de- 
posited in a savings bank trust account, 
where it remains, exigencies excepted, untl 
the termination of indentures. 

In New Zealand speculation is by total- 
izator only, with 11 per cent deduction, of 
which the government retains 7 per cent. 

In New South Wales, both the totalizator 
and bookmakers operate at the same meet- 
ing. All bookmakers and bookmakers’ clerks 
are licensed. Welching is unknown. 

In Victoria bookmakers only are allowed 
and are licensed and taxed. 

The totalizator pays on the winner only 
when five or less horses start. When six or 
more go, it pays on the first and second 
horses, 75 per cent and 25 per cent. When 
nine or more start, it pays on first, second 
and third. The total pool is divided, 60 per 
cent to the first horse. 20 per cent to second 
and 20 per cent to third. 

Entrance fees are charged to all races. 

Harness races are mixed events. Trotters 
and pacers start together. Horses are handi- 
capped by distance. There are no time 
classes. Many are ridden at 154 pounds 
minimum. All riders and drivers wear colors 
and breeches and boots. The usual distance

Duke, ridden by Lbyd Hughes, won by two lengths in a heavy rainstorm. Bramble finished 
sect mi and Spartan third. Duke of Magenta was a light bay with a star and snip and both hind 
pasternj v.hhe and was by Lexington from Magenta, by imported Yorkshire. While he was 
a June foal, was eebby locking also, yet he could gallop all his contemporaries to a standstill. 
At three he came out better grown and improved, winning eleven out of twelve races. The 
only race he lost, the Jersey Derby at Mcumouth, was due to a heavy cold he contracted 
owing to c arelesciiess of a groom, and he was very cong sted. At the end of the season Mr. 
G. L. Lorillard sold him to his brother, Mr. Pierre Lcrillard, who sent him to England with 
Parole, but on shipboard he contracted epidemic influenza, turned “roarer” and was brought 
home. In the stud he did only moderately, sharing the same fate as the other sons of 
Lexington. 

Bramble, which finished second for the Belmont, would have been “the celt of the year” 
had Duke cf Magenta never existed. The Duke was always the lion in his path. In the 
Withers, Belmont, Travers and Kenner Stakes it was the same story — the Duke first, Bramb'e 
second. It was similar to the caee cf Isinglass vs. Ravensbury in England in 1893. But 
after the Duke was taken to England Bramble rose to the dignity of champion and performed 
the feat of winning all the Cup races — the Baltimore, Westchester, Monmouth and Saratoga 
Cups all fell to him. In the stud he sired Clifford and then Ben Brush and thu 3 carried 
on ihe succession of the house of Bonnie Scotland through Broomstick, Delhi, Whiskbroom, 
Bunting, etc. This year the weights were: celts, 118 pounds; fillies, 113. Time of race, 2:43 1 / £. 
Value $3,850.

FGXHALL KEENE'S FOUR TRYS 



Masterful, Gossip, Precentor II. and Prophet 
AM Failed in Grand National. 



In pen gossip a French correspondent of 
the Winning Post of London has this inter- 
esting reference to the international owner- 
ship aspect of the Grand National : 

In 1901 and 1932 Foxhall Keene had a 
brute named Gossip in the race, which 
started among the 1C0-1 others in both years, 
and was nowhere at the finish, as was his 
Masterful this season. Also. Precentor II. in 
1911 and Prophet in 1908. Numerous German 
owners tried to win the Aintrec race. Daron 
Oppenheim, who bought The Colonel and The 
Lamb, the winners of 1863-70 and 186S-71. 
and also had Royal Irish Fusilier running in 
hi3 colors in 1872 ; Herr Oeslilschiager, who 
had Idea in the race of 1S84 undc-r Willy 
Moore, Hermann von I.Iumm, Trianon III. in 
1911, Graf Zech, and several others whose 
Harm s escape us. 

A German owner won the race in 1906. an 
Austrian in 1882 and a Frenchman in 1909, 
although many have long since forgotten 
that Prince Hatzfeldt and the then Count 
Karl Kinsky were foreigners. 

Numerous Frenchmen ran steeplechasers in 
the early days. Baron de Mesnil, Baron de la 
Motto, Vicomte de Artus Talon, Vicomte F. de 
Cunchy, Vicomte de Lauriston, Mons. Pela- 
maree, Baron Finot, Baron van Grootven, 
Count Furstenberg, Comte A. de Pampierre, 
Vicomte de Namur, who won with Huntsman 
In 1862 ; Count Karolyi. Count Zborowski, 
Mons. E. Bourgnet. Marquis dc Saint- 
Sauveur, Herr II. Baltazzi, Graf Festetics, 
Brigand witli Graf Metternich up in 1879 ; 
Herr J. Scbawell, Monsieur Henri du Vent. 
(This is Harry’ de Windt, who actually had 
the cheek to try to win the race in 1885 with 
old Lang Syne.) Graf Erdody, with Too 
Good, just beaten by Tom Skelton on Old Joe 
In 1SS6 ; Freddy Gebhardt, a Yankee and 
*reat admirer of Mrs. Langtry, the Jersey 
Lily ; Baron Schroder, M. Ephrussi, Comte 
de Geloes, Comte de Songeons, Senor Unzue. 
M. C. de Gheest and Comte John de Marde, 
whose ‘ Tigers” polo team used to be so 
successful. 



AMERICAN TRAINER SHUT OUT 



Jockey Club Refuses NeY/nnarket Permit to 
Edward Johnson— M. Field Affected. 



LONDON, England, April 6. — The Jockey 
Club has barred Edward Johnson, an Ameri- 
can trainer, from Newmarket Heath. The 
ruling virtually puts him out of business and 
he is “broke.” He was connected with the 
wealthy American owners, Mr. and Mrs. IT. 
W. Rudd, who have not been successful in 
racing here, but stick to the sport year in 
and year out. 

Johnson’s establishment was Ethelroda 
House, Exning, New^market. The ruling 
leaves the place without horses. The estab- 
lishment was recently as good as sold to the 
Indian turfman Goculdas. whose trainer, J. 
H. Crawford, was to establish himself there, 
hut the Jockey Club v/ould not allow even 
this license to be transferred. 

The Jockey Club has also refused a license 
to Captain Boyd Rochfort, who wanted it to 
train Marshall Field's horses. When Sir 
Ernest Cassell died, Boyd Rochfort naturally 
applied for a license. The Jockey Club 
turned him down ; Hugh Powney has the 
license, he stuck to it and naturally also 
sticks to Marshall Field s horses. Nobcdy 
can have horses trained at Newmarket until 
the trainer has submitted his name to the 
Jockey Club for approval. 

This i3 the same rule that caused Ed 
Corrigan, the Chicago racing man, to be 
virtually barred from English racing, and 
the application cf which w’as really an order 
for Richard Croker to get out of English 
racing and go away from Newmarket the 
year after Orby’s victory in the Epsom Derby 
of 1907.

WINNING TWO-YEAR-OLD HISTORY 



TEN LEADERS OF SIXTEEN SEASONS 01 RACING— COLIN 
THE LARGEST MONEY EARNER — PERFORM- 
ANCES OF THE BEST FROM 1906 TO 1921 



Groupiug the names of the ten leading money-winning two-year-olds of each year from 
1905 to 1921 epitomizes much of the racing glory of those years. The winners of the greatest 
sums w’ere not always the best racers of their age and years, nor even the best two-year-olds 
always the best three-year-olds of their succeeding years. However, of the greatest monej T - 
winners, Colin, in 1907; Sir Martin, in 1908; Sweep, in 1909; Novelty, in 1910; Old Rosebud, 
in 1913; Regret, in 1914; Campfire, in 1916; Sun Briar, in 1917; Man o’ War, in 1919, and 
Morvich, in 1921, were champions of their respective year?. High-class young horses they were, 
Colin and Ma~: o’ War being two of the best seen here or in any other land. 

In 1906 Electioneer w’en the big money, but Salvidere was the real champion of that 
year, e*:en though such swells as Ballot and Peter Pan have to be taken into account. He was 
beaten by Fountainblue in his first race, but after that unlucky start in racing was invincible 
and was a wonderfully good two-year-cld, but was a gelding. It results that he is forgotten 
now, while Ballot and Peter Pan still live in their admirable sons and daughters. 

Racing returns were meager in 1911 and, while Worth was the chief money- winner and 
a good celt, it is quite probable The Manager was his master. They never met, so the matter 
was not tested. Helios and Haw’thorn divided honors in 1912, but Helios led in money won. 
Both were exceedingly fast, but lacking in stamina. Leochares was their nearest rival. 

Some remarkably fast two vear-clds were out in 1918. Of these Eternal won high fame 
and the most money, but taking the circumstances of their respective careers into consideration 
Billy Kelly must be awarded the palm of superiority. This is not overlooking the fact that 
Eternal gave Billy Kelly a licking on the occasion of their only clash. This was in the $10,000 
added John R. McLean Cup at Laurel, October 28. Each carried 122 pounds and, running its 
three-quarters in 1 :12, Eternal won by a short head, with Billy Kelly gaining steadily, but too 
late. Billy Keilj r ’s better and real form was shown when he carried 135 pounds to victory in 
the Grab Bag Handicap at Saratoga and ran its three quarters in 1:11%. 

Man o’ War overshadowed everything in 1919, as did Morvich last year.

Versatile Punter and His Odd Instructions — 
Spur of Profanity. 



A British wag, when asked how it was 
that Major Harding Cox, the well-known 
sportsman, managed to win so many races 
on impossible mounts, replied, “Oh, don’t 
you know*? He climbs up his horses’ necks 
and shouts bad language into their ears. 
This so shocks them that in their efforts 
to avoid contamination they exert the last 
ounce of effort.” 

This story is told by Major jiarding Cox 
in his book, “Racing and Chasing.” On 
another occasion a certain little man shouted 
to him during a race, “Go on ! Go on, guv’- 
nor ! I’ve got me blooming shirt on yer, 
and if yer don’t click I’ll drowm meself.” 

The horse won, and the rider, meeting the 
little man afterward, asked him out of curi- 
osity what his trade might be. 

“Well, guv’nor,” he answered, “by rights 
I’m an undertaker's mute, but 1 do a bit o’ 
teaching in the Sunday-schools most weeks.” 



In one race there were three runners, one “ 
of which seemed to have so little chance 
that the other two riders paid no attention 
to it, but kept wmtehing one another during 
the course of the race. 

The “outsider” took the lead, but still the 
others paid no attention. 

“Here, I say,” suddenly shouted one of 
them, “we shall never catch that joker if 
we don’t hurry up !” And they never did. 

Just as humerous was an incident which 
occurred before another race, when a horse, 
becoming detached from its rider, scampered 
off on its own. A staUvart policeman, 
mounted on a “hairy-heeled weight-carrier,” 
came on the scene and the fallen rider com- 
mandeered the ponderous steed of authority 
and went in chase of his own mount. He 
captured the runaway, changed mounts, and 
returned to the course in time to win the 
race ! 

The same rider, who was an officer in the 
army, was refused leave on an occasion 
when he was to take part in a race. 

On the morning of the event, when the 
regiment was lined up, the officer appeared 
on a charger which, as soon as the band 
struck up, bolted and receded from view — 
in the direction of the station !

Syndicate Which Owned Him Had 
Given Up Insurance. 

Horse Worth Half Million as 
Property One of Eight Bought 

for $50,000 in a Group.

LONDON, England, April 10.— In 1908 the 
well-known Irish breeder J. H. II. Peard 
purchased from the present Lord Wavertree, 
then Colonel Hall Walker, a group of eight 
yearlings for which he paid $50,000. Every 
one of these eight youngsters won races, and 
three of them were smart. The best of the 
bunch was Charles O’Malley, which Peard 
sold to A. P. Cunliffe, who a few years after- 
wards won the Derby with Aboyeur. An- 
other of the batch was Ulster King, which 
Feard passed on to E. A. Wigan, while Cap- 
tain Frank Forester bought Placidas, by Cyl- 
lene, and Bird i’ th’ Hand, by Gallinule. 
Placidas, by the way, was a good-looking 
individual, but had a rather sour temper. He 
was shipped to Brazil in 1912, the steamer 
experienced a heavy storm in the Bay of Bis- 
cay and Placidas, in his box, was swept 
overboard and drowned. Then his owner 
discovered he had overlooked the insurance ! 

Charles O’Malley was undobtedly one of 
the best sons of Desmond, and his untimely 
death was a great loss for our bloodstock 
breeders. He had covered a mare when he 
slipped and broke his near hind leg. The 
unanimous veterinary opinion was that it 
was impossible to save him, and so Charles 
O’Malley, or “Charless,” as all Irishmen 
called him, had to be destroyed. 

NO INSURANCE ON ACCOUNT OF RIOTS. 

Each proportion of $200,000 cost of Charles 
O’Malley was insured, but last year, owing 
to the situation in Ireland, it was impossible 
to include in the policy cover against the risk 
of death of the horse from “riots and civil 
commotions.” As the owners thought that 
was a greater risk than the natural one, the 
insurance was given up. It is therefore a 
heavy loss, apart from which the horse’s 
death lias come at a most awkward time. 
Those who were sending mares to him have 
to secure nominations to other sires, and all 
the good horses arc booked full. 

Charles O’Malley was from Goody Two 
Shoes, by Isinglass, and in conformation gen- 
erally he took after the type of the sire of 
his dam. He won stakes amounting to $25,- 
000. He was speedy enough to win high 
class two-year-old events at Ascot and Good- 
wood, and ran Whisk Broom to a length for 
the Prendergast Stakes ; as a three-year-old 
he defeated llosedrop, the Oaks winner, and 
Magic in the Ascot Gold Vase, run over two 
miles, and he was third to Lemberg and 
Greenback in the Derby. He finished in 
front of Lemberg in the Grand Prix de Paris, 
in which he was fourth in a field of seven- 
teen runners. Charles O’Malley ran Wil- 
lonyx to a length in the Ascot Gold Cup as 
a four-year-old, and he was particularly un- 
lucky to be beaten that day. He hated 
spurs ; in fact, since his offspring have been 
racing it has been generally found that few 
of them would race under the whip ; on the 
other hand, most of them run very gener- 
ously when ridden with hands only. 

DONOGHUE’S ASCOT CUP FAILURE. 

At Ascot, in 1912, Donoghue rode Charles 
O’Malley with spurs in the Gold Cup ; he 
struck the horse before the start with the 
result that Charles threw his rider, giving 
Donoghue a rather bad fall and knocking 
him out for a time. Donoghue eventually 
got up and rode the race, and Charles O’Mal- 
ley was beaten a neck only. When Donoghue 
returned to the paddock he said to the owner 
of the colt, “When do we start?” and really 
did not know he had taken part in the race ! 
This was a disastrous experience also for 
the owner of the horse, who had heavily 
supported him. 

Charles O’Malley was a horse that took an 
enormous amount of work, and those most 
interested in him are convinced that he was 
really never fit ; he was always fourteen 
pounds and a beating in front of Ulster King, 
and it is quite safe to say that Charles 
O’Malley was a much better race horse than 
his performances reveal. 

lie began his career at the stud in 1913 ; 
he was located at Mr. W. B. Purefoy’s 
Greenfields Stud Farm, about six miles from 
Tipperary, and it was there he died. Ilis off- 
spring first appeared on the turf in 1913, and 
to the end of 1921 they had won 108 flat 
races worth $205,892. This total was un- 
doubtedly adversely affected by the fact that 
the first three years his stock were racing 
was the war period, and during these seasons 
races were few and prizes small. He made 
the best use of his opportunities the first two 
years after the war, but in 1921 to some 
extent was a failure. There was, however, 
a redeeming feature last season, inasmuch 
as six of his fifteen winners were two-year- 
olds. His son Charleville also ran second 
in the Cesarewitch.

LEXINGTON, Ky., April 23— With the 
spring racing season only five days away tlie 
track at the Kentucky Jockey Club course 
fairly swarmed with visitors today. New 
arrivals are getting in with each train and 
more are expected tomorrow and Tuesday. 
William Woodard got in from New Orleans 
with Chieffon. Dearie and Nylorac, candi- 
dates for the Hinata Stakes. Lou Calm is 
expected this afternoon from Louisville with 
five. There are now 650 horses quartered at 
the track and 100 stalls are being reserved 
for late comers. 

Lexington can boast of having the greatest 
array of Kentucky Derby candidates quar- 
tered on any race course in America. There 
are now twenty-four at the local plant With 
those coming from Louisville this week the 
number will be augmented to thirty-five. 

John C. Ferriss, who has not raced here for 
a number of years, will bring a division of 
the George J. Long stable Tuesday, also a 
number of his own horses. George Barnes 
will bring three of C. W. Clark’s representa- 
tives, including Tom Hare Jr., candidate for 
the Blue Grass Stakes. G. L. Blackford will 
send five, in charge of Dick Vestal, includ- 
ing Centimeter, candidate for the Ben All 
Handicap. John S. Ward will bring eight 
mostly two-year-old candidates for the Hin- 
ata and Idle Hour Stakes. C. C. Van Meter 
will bring thirteen belonging to Frank J. 
Kelley. Robert Shannon will bring his Derby 
candidate Deadlock, which will start in the 
Blue Grass Stakes. 

L. F. Marshall will bring four, headed by 
Commander McMeekin, also Our Dear, a 
probable starter in the Ashland Oaks. 

The jockey colony will consist of many of 
the leading riders of the country. A number 
of them are already here. Mack Garner will 
pilot the Camden-Milam string, Dan Connelly 
will ride for H. H. Hewitt, E. Barnes and 
Newton Barrett for E. R. Bradley, Jack 
Howard for Thomas C. McDowell, Walter 
Taylor for Hal Price Headley, E. H. Scobie 
for Kay Spence, T. Murray and H. Luns- 
ford for William Perkins, Earl Pool for the 
Florisant Stable. B. Kennedy for Mose Gold- 
ie latt, Steve Wida for C. W. Clark, A. Wil- 
son for C. E. Knebelkamp, H. Burke for John 
S. Ward, E. Noble for Gallaher Brothers, W. 
Smallwood for G. L. Blackford, W. Lilley for 
Joe Hawkins, O. Willis for Dan Scott and Joe 
Kederis for George J. Long. 

The best works of the day were John Finn, 
a mile in 1 :41, pulled up, and a mile and an 
eighth in 1:54%; Kinburn, a mile in 1:41%;

The average distance over 
which Charles O’Malley’s stock, apart from 
two-year-olds, have won fifty-four races was 
a; most eleven furlongs. 

The best performers by Charles O’Malley 
we have so far seen are Zinovia, Charlebelle 
and Pharmacie. All three are fillies. Zino- 
via won the Cambridgeshire, and Charlebelle 
the Oaks, while Pharmacie was unbeaten as 
a two-year-old and was regarded as one of 
the best of the year ; Senhora, another filly, 
was second in the Lincolnshire Handicap last 
year, and Irish Lake won the Northumber- 
land Plate over two miles.
